These days of flying machines and 
dirigible ballons 
recall 
the 
most 
noteworthy 
attempts 
to

In 1863 a balloon of 200000 cubic 
feet 
capacity 
was constructed at 
Paris 
It was named 
The Giant 
and was intended to show the great 
possibilities of the air 
The 
car attached 
consisted of a 
small 
two story 
house 
fitted with 
every modern comfort 
lavatories 
dining room 
kitchen 
bedroom 
par- 
lor 


¬ 
etc 
Thirteen passengers made 
the first ascent but 
the journey 
was of only four hours duration 
The last ascent was for seventeen 
hours and was abruptly terminated 
by a high wind 
which 
when 
the 
balloon 
descended 
dragged 
the 
house 
bumping 
over the ground 
The remains of this giant of the air 
were for a long time exhibited in 
the Crystal Palace 
Hepworth says in regard to sounds 
in the 
higher 
atmosphere that a 
dogs bark may be heard as far up 
as two miles 
while the 
sound 
of a 
train can be distinguished four miles 
up but that in the higher 
regions 
absolute silence reigns 
If the time ever comes when 
the 
air is filled with flying machines and 
dirigible balloons it is not too great 
a supposition 
to advance the sugges 
tion that there will be floating gro 
cery stores

patrols a mile or so up

N 
A 
Mattice 
and 
family 
while on their way overland 
from Central to the State of Ore- 
gon

Mattice 
wife and 
family 
of seven children were on their way 
to 
Oregon 
overland 
They 
were 
from Central 
Gila Valley 
Arizona 
It was the middle 
of 
April 
1910 
and they were in the midst of the 
Navajo desert 
some three hundred 
miles from their starting point and 
four times that distance from their 
journeys end 
This trail was little 
traveled and they were still 
three 
days journey from Lees Ferry the 
next settlement 
and almost as far 
from any help the other way over 
the road 
they had 
just 
traveled 
And Rulon was sick 
Rulon could 
never get back over the mountains 
they had just crossed 
They 
had 
almost been the death of him 
com- 
ing 


¬ 
over 
the altitude 
affected 
his 
heart 
Somewhere 
to the east of them 
across the trackless sands 
was said 
to be a place 
called 
Tuba 
Moen 
Copi was also the name of an Indian 
village in the 
same 
locality 
But 
whether

there who could help them take care 
of Rulon 
if he should 
happen 
to 
die 
or grow so weak as to prevent 
them going on they did not know 
Tuba was said to be about twenty 
miles away 
They had lost part of

hard journey and anxiety over Ru 
lon

boy except to leave him here in the 
sand

the prayer they 
offered up to heaven with breaking 
hearts 
But help was nearer 
than

spied a covered wagon coming their 
way 
Its occupants 
strangers from 
Oregon 
by the name of Parker 
had 
pity on them

pitching camp 
they Btayed until they could 
search 
for Tuba and get help 
if help was

They found Tuba that night and 
were glad to 
find it more 
than an 
Indian village

of a 
government boarding school a trad-
